Arrangements are well under way for the big 
annual entertainment at the Collseum on Crrist- 
mas day, which it is estimated will be attended 
by more than 10,000 children. The show, which 
will take about an hour, will commence at 10:30 
a. m., with the doors op at 9 o'clock, and will 
be concluded in time for fhe children to be home 
for their Christmas dinners. Mere sightseers 
will be ‘rigidly excluded, in order to make room 
for every child possible. 

The distribution of Christmas Festival lists 
will begin Tuesday or Wednesday of this week. 
As many of the larger donations as it fs possible 
to obtain will be needed, but because of the 
many demands there have been for money the 
Festival Commtitee will make an even stronger 
appeal than last year for small gifts—for quar- 
ters, dimes and nickels. This will also be in 
line with the end toward which the committee 
is working, that of making this great annual 
hospitality so widespread and popular that the 
fund for it will be made up chiefly of small 
contributions. 

Entirely new lists of offices and business 
places have been made up from the latest tele- 
yhone and business directories and it will be the 
aim to place a contribution list In every place 
of business, large or small, in the city. Between 
16,000 and 16,000 lists will be sent out.

Views on Sugar. 

Take sugar, for instance, sugar in 
war time, under the regime of the 
Food Administration, sold at 11 
cents a pound. It is now selling at 
20 cents. 

“Every cent of increase in the 
price of sugar means an additional 
bill of $80,000,000 to the American 
_people,”’ said Hoover. “The increase 
\to date means a total bill of $720,- 
000,000. 
| “It would be better to stop that 
| increase than to bend all our ener- 
gies toward keeping the corner gro- 
‘cer from profiteering.” 

' The prospect of soaring sugar 
prices, according to Hoover, has 
been brought about by the failure 
of Washington to act on the recom- 
mendation of the Sugar Equalization 
Board, last summer, that the Cuban 
crop of 1919-20 be purchased as the 
crop of the preceding year had been. 
That crop was bought by the Gov- 
ernment at 5% cents a pound. The 
Cuban sugar producers offered to 
so sell this year at 6 cents. Two let- 
ters from the Equalization Board to 
Washington brought no results, and 
the Cuban producers withdrew their 
offer and threw open the crop to the 
world.

In wartime it 
became necessary, in order that the 
allies be supplied with fats, that 
swine production in this country be 
tremendously tnereased. By appeal. 
ing to the patriotism of the farmers, 
by fixing the price at $17.50 a hun- 
dred and by securing from the allies 
a moral undertaking that they 
would protect the farmers, the de- 
sired production was secured. The 
normal export of pork had been 
600,000,000 pounds; this was raised 
under the war stimulus to 3,000,- 
000,000. Hoover @escribed this ac- 
complishment as the outstanding 
achievement—the real miracle cf 
the Food Administration. 

Now this production, this “iInten- 
sification of the hog,” has been 
maintained this year. The surplus 
must be marketed in Europe at a 
fair price if the farmer is not to 
suffer. 

But Europe is organized for co)- 
lective buying. England, Italy and 
France are in the combine and ther 
have invited the neutrals to join 
them.

Twen- 
ty-cent sugar is not the limit. 

Meantime, though Hoover didn't 
say so, Congress fights its partisan 
battles and the one thing most need- 
ed to restore the world to ite normal 
equilibrium, ratification of the peace 
treaty by the United States, is indef- 
initely postponed. 

Hoover did not connect the failure 
of the Congress to act on the treaty 
with the sugar shortage; he dil 
mention the treaty in talking about

There will be no ma- 
terlal decrease in food prices, Hoov- 
er thinks, as long as there is in this 
country the present inflation of 
credits. With this inflation, there 
is bound to be speculation. 


He cites a striking instance of how 
this works out that came under his 
notice the other day. On a contract 
for the sale of a parcel of beans, 
there were 44 indorsements. Prior 
to the war 14 would have been a 
high total, and during the war, un- 
der the Food Administration, four 
was the total allowed. 

“That was the most possible,” said 
Hoover, “without somebody going to 
jail for it.” 

Returning to hogs, Hoover said 
that the remedy would be for the 
Government, if and when it extends 
additional credits to Europe, to tie 
a string to them in the interest of 
the farmer, lest he suffer for hav- 
ing loyally performed a patriotic 
duty. The Government could make 
it a condition of granting the credit 
that the farmer be paid a price for 
his pork that would save him from 
oss,

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To Avoid Conscription. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have given a good deal of thought to 
the question of this country’s military 
needs and my idea is that the following 
in a general way would be a good pro- 
gram for the Government to adopt: 

That the United States should have a 
standing army limited to 260,000 well- 
trained men, who are willing to make 
a military career their regular profes- 
sion and devote themselves entirely to 
this kind of service. 

In addition I would have a national 
militia made up of voluntary enlistments, 
but once anyone enters this organiza- 
tion it would then become compulsory 
upon him to abide by its rules and regu- 
Jations, and this of course should be made 
fully understood in advance. The 
states should co-operate with the Fed- 
eral Government in the establishment and | 
conduct of the national militia, but its 
management and control should be vest- 
ed in the Federal Government. One of 
the best and ablest Generals should be 
appointed as its head to organize it in a 
thorough, business-like manner; everyone 
to be treated alike on his merits; uni- 
forms to be furnished free by the Gov- 
ernment with the condition that they 
shall only be used while the men are in 
service; appointments of officers and pro- 
motions from a lower to a higher rank 
to be made strictly upon merit. The du- 
tiles of those enrolled in the national 
militia should be widely published, so 
that all would understand. It should be 
provided that the service demanded of the 
militia by the Government shail be ac- 
cepted by employers as Government serv- 
ice, and that they will not be allowed 
to discharge an employe or make deduc- 
tions from his salary or wages on ac- 
count of absence while in the perform- 
ance of such service. 

In this way we could have a very large 
mumber of men trained and ready for 
service when needed, and yet not force 
anyone to serve in the army or do mili- 
tary duty against his will. In other words, 
it would obviate conscription, while the

The fourth embodies a right of the people of the 
valley to Government shipping facilities, the supply- 
ing of which will relieve congestion at North At- 
lantic ports and help all foreign commerce. Its de- 
nial would benefit none but special, profiteering in- 
terests.

TEXAS MUST OPEN HER PURSE. 

What with bumper crops of cotton, wheat. turkeys 
and potatoes, all commanding bumper prices, and at 
the same time swiftly swinging along towards the 
leadership in oil production, Texas is. nevertheless, | 
confronted by the fact that 1200 of her rural schools 
are now closed for lack of teachers. The reason, of | 
course, for this shortage of teachers is the low wage 
raid. The seriousness of the rural school situation | 
js realized by the press of Texas which is facing the | 
condition frankly and prescribing an effective, if not 
palatable, remedy. The remedy is to be found in the 
citizen’s pocketbook. He has got to provide the 
money for the proper maintenance of schools, and 
Other institutions, if the State is to go forward. 

For years their low tax rate has been the boast of 
Texans and Texas administrations. It is a fact and 
a boast which Texas should get rid of. Such is the 
position of the Houston Post, which recently made 
a detailed comparison between the costs of govern- 
ment in New York and Texas. The New York bud- 
geet for the coming year totals $138,000,000. which is 
almost ten times as large as that of Texas. That 
there may be waste and extravagance in New York 
is conceded, but the fact remains that the govern- 
ment of that other “Empire State” is rendering a 
broad service of high standard to the people. It 
maintains a public school system, the Houston paper 
roints out, which Texas should be ambitious to 
equal, and it is building a system of good roads| 
which Texas should duplicate. 

Instead of a penny wise, pound foolish practice 
Texas is being urged by her press to adopt the policy 
of liberally supporting an upbuilding, progressive 
State government. Texans can afford to do it. They 
have the money.

fuel ofl to save coal in the Middle 
Western territory,'where there is a 
g00d supply of oil, and to conserve 
coal that has been necessary from 
mines in the East. It is pointed out 
that approximately 1600 cars of coal 
have been delivered daily by the 
Railroad Administration to points in 


the Central West and Southwestern | 
railroad regions since the strike be- | 


gan and that-much of this supply 
can be diverted to big industrial 
points in the East by the use of fue! 
oll where it is available. 

An exemption from the embargo is 
given to industries in the East which 
were using fuel oil prior to Nov. 1 
and to fuel oil for export to regular 
consignees who received oil prior to 
Nov. 1. 

Senator Arthur Capper of Kansas 
today called at the Department of 
Justice and asked for an action 
against alleged profiteering in fuel 


oil by refiners in Middle Western! 


territory, especially in Kansas. Sen- 


ator Capper had a conference with | 
Cc. B. Ames, assistant to the Attor- 
ney-General. He reported to Judge 
Ames that complaint had been made 
by industries in the Middle West, 
where plants had been converted to 
use fue] oil in the place of coal that 
prices of fuel oil had advanced from 
less than $1 a barrel in come cases 
to from $4 to $5. Senator Capper 
pointed out as significant that the 
price increases had been general and 
had been advanced apparently in 
concert by all refiners. 

Judge Ames assured Senator Cap- 
per that the Department of Justice 
would look into the matter and it 
was indicated that prosecutions un- 
der the Lever law and the anti-trust 
law would. be started by the Govern- 
ment if the information in Senator 
Capper’s hands is correct.

cordance with the provisions of the 


Versailles treaty. 
Such are the main results of the 


Everyone Should 


‘throughout the marks of compro- 


work of the conference. They bear 


mise arrived at after long and ardu- 
ous debate in committee meetings. 
It must be remembered that among 
the workers’ representatives the ma- 
jority, if not all, were members of 
Socialist, Syndicalist and Labor par- 
‘ties whose program far outdistances 
anything contemplated by the con- 
‘ference. On the other hand, the 
employers. held out ‘as long as pos- 
ible against too great concessions. 
Only a careful study of the numer- 
ous proposals and amendments on 
both sides on all the questions be- 
fore the conference could reveal: how 
much each side had to compromise 
to arrive at results aceeptable to 
both. 
This spirit of conciliation and com-: 
promise clearly shows that there 
were important things at stake in 
the conference. It would be futile, 
however, to assume that there was 
agreement among jhe _ different 
groups and countries as to what the 
important things were. As # seems 
to me, the dominant motives which 
held the conference together were 
four in number. | 
1. The members of the confer- | 
ence were strongly impressed with 


) the necessity of equalizing competl- | 


tive labor conditions in world mar- | 
kets. This idea runs like a red, 
thread through the proceedings of 
the conference. It was clearly re-| 
vealed in the importance which all | 
attached to the situation in Japan, 
the discussion of which waxed quite | 
vehement at times. | 
2. The desire to assure indus- 
trial harmony within each individual 
country. In view of the situation in 
Europe and throughout the world, 
this motive was very influential. | 
3, The hope in the possibilities | 
of the league of nations. Though) 
atarting from different premises and | 
inspired by different aims, the mem-| 
bers of the conference all seemed | 
agreed on the necessity of the league | 
in order to promote the economic! 
and political reconstruction of the| 
world. : | 
4. The aim to promote inter- | 
nationalism as much as possible. | 
This was perhaps the predominant) 
idea among the workers’ delegates. | 
They see in the International Labor 
Conference an opportunity to bring 
the labor problems of all countries 
before the bar of world opinion and 
to advance ideas of economic interna- 
tionalism in general. 
Difficultics Smoothed Over. 
Because the various countries and 
groups at the conference were moved 
by these ideas, hopes and desires in 
varying degrees, difficulties were 
smoothed over and compromises 
reached. Two conditions made the 
process of compromise easier. One 
wag the method of voting, the dele- 
gates from.each country voting as 
individuals. This permitted consid- 
erable flexibility for the play of na- 
tional, international and industrial 
interests. Frequently, one could see 
the hands of Government delegates 
raised in voting with those of work- 
ers against employers, and vice versa. 
The second condition was the splen- 
did organization of committees and 
subcommittees. 


Considering the results of the con- 
ference in relation to the countries | 
represented, one may distinguish | 
three groups. The first group includes | 
such countries as Sweden, Norway.| 
Holland, France and Switzerland, in| 
which labor and social legislation has| 
advanced in many respects beyond 
the point at which the conference | 
stopped. The second group includes 
countries such as the republics of) 
Latin America and federated states. | 
in which industrial conditions and/| 
constitutional ofganization make the} 
application of the recommendations! 
of the conference extremely doubtful. | | 
The third group consists of those | 
countries in which labor legislation | 
is in a rudimentary condition. and | 
where the application of the decisions | 
of the conference will mean a serious 
act of industrial reorganization. Two! 
the third group belongs Japan, China. 
India and other industrially back-| 
ward countries. 


In estimating the value of the 
work of the conference, it is assumed 
that the Governments of the various 
countries will act upon its recom- 
mendations. The conventions, | 
recommendations | and resolutions 
drafted by the conference have no 
force until ratified or acted upon by 
the Legislatures of the countries rep- 
resented at the conference. Much 
will also depend on the good faith 
of the various Governments and on 
the ability gf the various groups. to 
enforce a proper interpretation of 
the decisions which, in many in- 
stances, are worded vaguely and 
leave many Joopholes. As the dates 
for the ratifitation are fixed for July 
1, 1921, and later, and as consider- 
able time is allowed for action by 
the Lagisiatures of the different 
countries, it may be several years 
before the effects of the work of the 
conference will be really known. 


Those who watched the proceed- 
ings of the conference could not but 
be impressed with the earnestness of 
the delegates and with their evident 
sense of strong moral obligation for 
decisions taken. This is not only a 
promise that strong efforts will be 
made to obtain favorable action on 
the recommendations of the confer- 
ence. It also indicates that in the 
mind of the delegates their conven- 
tions and recommendations, besides 
being of practical legislative § im- 
portance, had the value of genera! 
principles upon which the future of 
industrial and s6chal relations must 
be based. And though the sense of 
national interest dominated the dele- 

ons of each country, the proceed- 
ngs of the conference reflected a 
usness of the part of the del- 

egates that they were laying the 
foundations of a world public opin- 
fon which may one day be the 
stronger guarantee of fair dealing 
and international justice. From this 
point of view the absence of Ameri- 
can representatives may be deplored.

Power Transmitted Through Springs. 


The simplest way to explain 
Hotchkiss drive is to say that the 
propulsive power of the car is trans- | 
mitted through the springs instead | 
of by radius rods, as used to be the! 

Further, the rear springs are 
called upon to take part of the’ 
torque or twist of the whole rear 
axle assembly. 


The rear axle unit is pecullarly 
liable to twisting, because of its po- 
sition and also because of its fune- 
tions. Let us explain that when the 
car is being driven straight ahead | 
there is a certain amofnt of twist- | 
ing in the rear axle, whenever the | 
rate of speed is altered.

they may be more easily read, a dash | 
will be used to separate the last three | 
figures from those before. For ex-| 
ample, numérals on the new plates | 
wili appear like this (245-340) rather 
than (245340) as was the sase in 
1919. The letters (MO.) and the nu- 
merals (1920) will be under Ahe li- 
cense registration number instead of 
to the side, as was done thig year.

The fiscal year for motor regis- 
tration plates in Missouri is from 
Feb. 1 to Feb. 1.

3 SUPREME COURT PROHIBITION 
DECISIONS EXPECTED TOMORROW 


One Suit, Begun in Kentucky, Ques- 
tions Constitutionality of Pro- 
. hibition Act. 
Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Su- 
preme Court, it is believed, will hand 
down opinions in the pending proh!l- 
bition cases Monday. 

The important cases to be passed 
upon include that of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the district «f 
Kentucky against the Kentucky Dis- 
tilleries and Warehouse Co.; one 
against the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Second Collection 
District of New York, and one 
against the United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of New 
York and the Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the Third Dis- 
trict of New York. 

The Kentucky case was started to 
test the constitutionality of the pro- 
hibition act. The wets assert that the 
prohibition question is illegal, void 
and unconstitutional, in that it op- 
erates to take private property for 
public use without just compensa- 
tion in contravention of the fifth 
amendment to the Constitution, and 
that the act has terminated and 
ceased to be of legal effect. 

The Department of Justice, the 
distilleries and warehouse company 
and Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon League, 
filed briefs in this case. 

The case in the Second New York 
District is a suit by a distiller to 
enjoin the Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue from refusing to accept tax on 
a quantity of whisky and permit its 
removal from bond for beverage 
uses. The whole case is predicated 
upon the proposition that changed 
conditions have rendered further en- 
forcement unconstitutional 

The case in the Third New York 
District is an appeal by a brewing 
corporation manufacturing beer of 
more than one-half of 1 per cent al- 
cohol, but alleged to be nonintox!i- 
cating, to restrain the District At- 
torney and the collector from en- 
forcing the terms and provisions of 
the war-time prohibition act, and 
the national prohibition act. 

The claim is made that the manu- 
facture and sale of the beverage was 
not unlawful under the act of Nov. 
21, 1918; that the effect of the act 
of Oct. 28, 1919, will be to make it 
unlawful; that the new act {fs in this 
respect unconstitutional and if en- 
forced will irreparably damage the 
brewing corporation and deprive it 
of its liberty of property without 
due process of law or just compen- 
sation.

Statement by Comiskey. 
Concerning this exciting struggle 
Comiskey has dictated the following 
statement: 
The score stood a tie at $8 to 


8 in the tenth Inning with Curt 
Welch on third. His own single, 
an error and an out had put him 
on the far corner. In order to 
worry Clarkson, who was pitch- 
ing. Welch took a long lead off 
third, too long in fact, for which 
I was partially responsible as I 
was coaching. On the first ball 
pitched Welch was so far away 
from the bag that Mike Kelly, 
who was catching, could have 
nailed him easily. Bushong had 
let it go by without offering to 
swing at it. 

It was then that Welch showed 
his usual brainwork. Curt figured 
that if he kept at the same risky 
distance from the bag Kelly 
would signal for a high ball on 
the inside in order to have the 
advantage of a quick throw to 
Burns. It turned out just like 
that. Clarkson burned one by 
Bushong’s shirt and Kelly in his 
eagerness to get the ball away to 
catch Welch slightly fumbled it 
and it rolled about 10 feet. Welch 
must have divined the fumble, 
for he was off like a flash to- 
wards the plate. Never in my 
life, I believe, have I seen a man 
go as fast. He seemed to skim 
over the ground. 

No cne knew better than Kelly 
what that run would mean. Over 
$15,000 hinged on it. If Welch 
made it, it would probably be 
the day coach fo: many of the 
White Stockings as they had 
backed themselves well if not 
wisely. If Kelly could get the 
ball on him Chicago still had a 
chance, not only at the came, 
but at the series. If he lost the 
race, all was over, as it would 
make the fourth win for us. 

As it actually happened Kelly 
never had a chance, either to get 
the man or the ball.

Great Combination Wrecked. 
Von Ger Ahe's brainstorm wreoked 

the wonderful combination during 
Fouts, Caruthers 


and Bushong being sold to the 
Brooklyn American Association team 
and Bill Gleason and Curt Welch to 
the Philadelphia Athletics. 

Nothing brought out Comiskey’s 
genius for leadership as the cam- 
paign of 1888, and it is doubtful if 
such a feat has ever been equaled in 
the annals of baseball as he per- 
formed that year. Five of his great- 
est players——over one-half of his reg- 
ular tineup—had been transferred to 
other teams in his own league. 

Few of the baseball wiseacres ex- 
pected the Browns to do much bet- 
ter than last, and Yon der Ahe, from 
having been one of the most popular 
in St. Louis, found it convent- 
to keer out of the sight of the 
enraged followers of the champions.

The expense of running the farm must be stated, 
and the enumerator will ask Richard Roe whether he 
has a telephone or free mail delivery, as well as 
whether he ships any of his produce by parcel post. 
He will be asked how many of his sons and daugh- 
ters, if any, have given up the farm for the city. 

A national inventory is what Samuel L. Rogers, Di- 
rector of the Census, terms the approaching ordeal, 
and the greatest inventory since the world began. 
An inventory not only of the human material of the 
country, but of all the mills, factories, furnaces, farms, 
forests and oil and gas wells in the United States; 
an inventory of every locomotive and baby carriage, 
every sheep and horse, every house and field, every 
orchard and meadow. The wealth summed up is ex- 
pected to be greater than any ever before written on 
paper; the figures wil! fill 11 huge volumes. 

“On. Jan. 2, 1920," said Director Rogers in his Wash 
ington office the other day, “35,000 enumerators, port- 
folios in hands, will set out from 400 offices and visit 
every dwelling, apartment house, boarding house, ho- 
tel, tenement and farm. A little later 1500 special 
agents will learn all about the values and products 
of America’s mills, factories, furnaces, mines, wells 
and forests. The information obtained by the enn- 
merators will be classified and tabulated by 4000 sta- 
tisticians, accountants and clerks in Washington, who 
will prepare the 1920 census for publication. 

“The enumerators in cities will complete their work 
in about two weeks. A month has been allowed those 
who work in the country, because 


Enumerators for 1920 census, beginning next month, will ask more questions than a cross- 
examining lawyer, and if you refuse to answer you may be fined $100 — 85,000 
agents to list not only every man, woman and child, but every horse and chicken, 
locomotive and wheelbarrow, farm and mine — Cities to know by June how they

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physicians, ministers, lawyers, clerks, teachers, and 
so on, there are in the United States; the centers of 


alien population will also be disclosed; the centers 
also of negro population. 
“As heretofore,’ Rogers continues, ‘the agricul- 


tural census will continue to be of vital importance. 
The thirteenth census, for instance, showed that while 
population had increased 21 per cent, farm products 
had increased only 10 per cent. These figures re- 
vealed the main cause of the general rise in food prices 
which occurred up to the beginning of the war. If the 
sons and daughters of farmers, it ia plain to be seen, 
continue to leave their rural homes and go to towns 
and cities, prices of food, even after conditions are 
again normal, will grow dearer aa time foes on. 

“Our experts believe that the number of farms in 
the United States is now approximately 7,200,000. The 
population will be fixed, we believe, somewhere be- 
tween 192,000,000 and 119,000,000. If these figures are 
accurate, it will be seen that the average farm in this 
country has to provide the food and a part of the fuel 
and materials for clothing and shelter for about 15 
Americans, and at the same time for an indeterminate 
number of persons in foreign lands. 

“The census of manufacturers will cover not only 
a five-year period, but the calendar year of 1919, and 
will show what has been accomplished in the country 
since the end of the war. In our opinion, there are 
300,000 or more manufacturing establishments in the 
United States, exclusive of those baring a yearly ont- 
put valued at less than $569. The proprietors, officers 
and employes of these establishments number 3/00 060, 
or possibly 16,600.000. Their products, yearly, have 

a value of from $46,169,000,000 to 


they have often to travel long dis- 
tances from farm to farm. No cabin 
in the mountains, no shack on the 
plains or in the forests, will be 
missed. And while the census is be- 
img taken in 48 states, other encu- 
merators will be at work in Alaska, 
Perto Rico, Hawaii, Guam, Samosa 
and the Panama Canal tone. 


“We hope to begin supplying the 
public with bulletins about the 
middle of June. Large cities will 
then know how much they have 
grown since I910, amd how they 
rank in population. There will be 
the usual] disputes among cities as 
to the number of their inhabitants. 
Im such cases we shall say: ‘Here 
are the names of all the men, wom- 
en and children living within your 
boundaries, together with their ad- 
dresses. [f you cam find any per- 
sons whom we have missed, we 
shall be glad to add them to our 
totals. But we must tave their 
names and addresses.

to tap and make use of this vast energy which asserts itself at times in earthquakes and volcanic outbursts. 


T WAS M. Camille Flammarion, 
the distinguised [I'rench acien- 
tist, who once suggested boring 
a hole five miles down into the 
bowels of the earth, just to see 
what happened. Nothing hap 
pened, because the bore never 
was made. ‘Drawing on his great imag- 
ination and some actual knowledge of 
the composition and density of the 
earth's crust, Flammarion pictured the 
possibility of an excavation one-quar- 
ter of a mile in diameter, with gigantic cranes, eleva 
tors, stesm shovels and an army of workmen drilling 
and blasting day and night, to increase the depth of 
that hole, until it became so warm down there tha! 
further excavation was impossible. 

Given unlimited labor, time, machinery and money, 
how far down do you suppose Flammarion’s army 
could have gone in that hole? Certainly not five miles. 
Possibly not more than one mile, on account of the 
terrific heat. For the first hundred feet or so,.as bor- 
ing tests have shown, the earth's outer crust is delight- 
fully cool and gives no intimation of being merely the 
casing of something which, for lack of a better ex- 
pression, may be regarded as a large round thermos 
bottle filled with boiling water, or coffee, or tea. Be- 
low the depth of 100 feet the earth begins to get warm 
and the deeper you dig the hotter it gets. Borings 
have shown that for every 66 feét of descent below the 
first 100 feet the temperature of the earth increases one 
degree Fahrenheit, or 80 degrees Fahrenheit per mile. 
Add this to the original 52 degrees of average normal 
heat encountered at the tirat 100-foot level and you 
will get a temperature of 132 degrees Fahrenheit one 
mile down; or. 452 degrees at a depth of five miles. 
Water boils at 212 degrees Fahrenheit. If you dropped 
a tin can down a five-mile hole in the earth it would 
simply melt away before reaching the bottom. 


=e 


From these observations it may be inferred that by 
merely puncturing the earth’s outer crust future gen- 
erations can tap an almost unlimited supply of heat 
They will need it, because someday, possibly 150 years 
from now, the last of the coal barons is going out of 
business. There will be no more coal. 


The harnessing of Niagara and other enormous wa 
terfalls, the tides, and even the sun’s rays, has been 
offered as a solution to the heat and power problem of 
the future. While the practicability of all such en- 
gineering feats has been demonstrated, the question of 
being able by these means to furnish sufficient energy 
to meet all the enormous demands of the future re- 
mains to be considered. 

Sir Charles Parsons, the great English engineer, an- 
nounced a few days ago that mother earth is able 
to take care of all these future demands for heat and 
power. All that has to be done, comparatively speak- 
ing. fe to stick a pin through the earth's crust and get 
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all the steam heat you want. By a mere pin prick Sir 
Charles means sinking a shaft four or five miles down 
and tapping nature's own heat supply. To the British 
Association, composed of eminent scientists. and en- 
cineers, of which he is president, Inventor Parsons 
explained that Flammarion’s old idea of digging five 
miles down in to the earth was worthy of being classed 
with the remarkable forecasts of Jules Verne. The 
scientific romances of Verne are the realities of today. 


“The world is running short 
Charles. “Sooner or later the coal supplies of the 
earth will be exhausted. We know very little of the 
earth’s interior, but we know that there is a tre- 
mendous amount of energy stowed away in its depths. 
Witness the intensive energy escaping from volcanic 
eruptions. To harness the water supply of the world 
would cost $40,000,000,000. By boring a hole several 
miles in depth through the earth's crust sufficient en- 
ergy can be tapped to furnish all the motive power of 
the world. The estimated cost of sinking the shaft 
would be $25,000,000—the cost to Great Britain of one 
dav's war in the recent struggle.” 


of energy,” said Sir 


Holes one mile or more in depth have been bored 
into the earth for scientific and engineering pur- 
poses. Capt. Huyssen, a German engineer, made a 
test bore for coal and went down one mile and 117 
vards before he gave up oh account of the ever-increas- 
ing heat, which took the temper out of his bits and 
made drilling extremely tedious and difficult. A still 
deeper hole was bored in Upper Silesia. Before the 
engineers gave up they went down 2190 yards. That 
may sound like a very deep hole, but it really is only 
a pinprick in the earth’s crust, for you would have to 
drill nearly 4000 times that far before reaching the 
center of the earth. 


Lord Kelvin once showed that if the rocks in the 
earth’s interior are as bad conductors of heat as the 
surface rocks, the earth's core will retain almost all its 
original heat for a thousand millions years. Prof. J. 
D. Everett estimated that the amount of heat leaking 
away from the earth every year through volcanic 
eruptions, hot springs and earthquakes would suffice 
to melt a shell of ice one inch thick over the whole 
surface of the globe. But it is reasonably safe to as- 
sume, however, that the earth still hoards a huge 
store of the tremendous nebular heat with which it is

oelieved to have started; sufficient 
to meet the requirements of future 
generations for countless years fol- 
lowing the complete exhaustion of 
the coal supply. 

The first practical) steps toward 
tapping the interior of the earth for 
a future suppl» of heat and power 
have been taken already. At Larder 
ello, Italy, volcanic heat and energy 
have been utilized for furnishing light 
and power in enormous quantities, 
Prince Giorni-Conti first undertook to utilize the na- 
tural steam vents of Larderello to drive a motor. He 
actually succeded in running a small rotary motor with 
piped volcanic steam and soon afterward fed voicante 
steam into a reciprocating steam) engine attached to @ 
dynamo, from which sufficient electric energy was gen- 
erated to lighi the borax works of which Prince Giornl- 
Conti is president. Since then a 40-horsepower steam 
engine has been driven with this volcanic steam 

It was noticed that this steam, being highly charged 
with boric acid, sulphuretted hydrogen and sulphurte 
acid, seriously corroded the iron parts of the engine, 
So the steam was diverted into an ordinary multl- 
tubular boiler and used as fuel. In this indirect way 
it served to drive a 300-horsepower condensing steam 
turbine engine actuating a three-phase electric genera- 
tor which supplies not only the borax works but the 
villages near Larderello as well 

More recently still, Prince Giorni-Conti has bees 
driving bore holes lined with iron pipes down to depth 
of from 300 to 5 feet in the earth’s crust in the vicin- 
ity of the steam vents The bore holes are from 12 toe 
20 inches in diameter and the steam comes hissing 
through them at pressure of from two to as much as 
five atmospheres and at temperatures ranging from 
300 to 375 degrees Fahrenheit And this steam has 
been harnessed to three great groups of condensing 
turbo generators, each of 2000 kilowatts, generating 
current at 5400 volts, stepped up by transformers te 
36.000 volts and transmitted by cable to many sur 
rounding towns and villages for light, heat and power. 

That which has been accomplished at Larderello can 
be duplicated in other parts of the world where vol 
canoes exist. In the United States Mount Lassen, 
Mount Tacoma, Mount Hood and Mount Shasta, al- 
though inactive, are believed by many scjentists te 
contain in their roots tremendous thermal energy, 
which needs nothing more than tapping and harnessing 
to furnish the future fuel 

There are boiling springs in many parta of the 
United States which are suggestive of underlying 
latent energy of incalculable power. Beneath the 
steaming flow at Hit Springs, Ark., and Yellowstone 
Park, for instance, there is a force that would sup- 
ply more thermal units than the output of some of 
the greatest and richest coal mines, and those of scien- 
tific bent have wondered «hy {tt was not harnessed.

this self-made genius the attention of the entire civ- 
‘lized world, and this within a comparatively. short 
while. Since his arrival in this country durinr the 
past two weeks, he has been acclaimed a wonder and 
compared to such wealth-accumulating Americans as 
tockefeller, Henry Ford, Carnegie and others who 
scored signal success in their industrial undertakings. 
Che Wizard of Port Sunlight, the man of big ideas and 
esthetic tastes and the father of the six-hour day for 
working people is, despite his lordly fitle and his 
near-Midas rank in worldly riches, a most humanly 
human person and those wiro have been in his company 
since his recent arrival in Boston say that he is a 
living, unalloyed personification of Simon-pure democ- 
racy. He is even more. He fairly radiates optimism 
and can see good where others, more cautious, might 
be suspicious, even alarmed. 


The first Baron Leverhulme, who is unquestionably 
the leading commercial genius of his country, is 
every inch an Englishman, as there is no blood of any 
other strain to be found in his composition, no matter 
how far back the investigator might go. When the 
Romans, Normans, Saxons and other forbears of the 
English race as it is today got the strain satisfactorily 
Anglicized there were Levers in the finished product, 
and they have been there ever sin-e. According to 
this most interesting disciple of commerce, he is just a 
“road maker,”’ and he enjoys that characterization more 
than anything else. He demonstrated his marvelous 
capacity in this regard when he began a roadway in 
his early youth that led him from tha post of errand 
boy in a grocery to the vast establishment of the 
Lever Bros., and once he got the early part of the path- 
way beaten, his going was rapid indeed. On the sub- 
ject of roads, which is so dear to this great merchant 
and manufacturer, he has said something, and repeat- 
ed it many times over. ItAs: 

“Il love making roads. The road maker is the best 
anonymous servant of humanity. He drives a great 
broad thoroughfare from town to town and for gen- 
erations men travel over the road, with all their 
hopes and fears, with all their cares and joys, never 
once asking who it was that made their way easier for 
them. A roadmaker’s life is full of rich solitude and 
invisible rewards.” ; 

His life has been one consistent purpose. He in- 
tended to make a great business success founded on 
straightforward dealing. Straightforward dealing to 
his mind did not and does not comprise only quality of 
product at a reasonable price. It means to him neces- 
sarily first, honesty and liberality in dealing with la- 
bor. Honesty here translates prosperity—sharing for 
all employes; liberality—the care of their minds and 
bodies. Material fortune naturally follows as well 
as contentment and delight in the work. In all his‘en- 
terprises Lord Leverhulme has never known a strike. 

Many often wonder how great road makers make 
their way to fortune. They all had the same urge as 
Lord Leverhulme, whose life is a passion—the passion 
of creation. His business today is the astounding 
demonstration of this passion. It began as all great 
original things do, in a small venture. One day when 
be was 25 years old and had been married three years, 
he was at Hindley, his work for the day finished. lL 
was 3 p.m. He had two hours to utilize before going 
io Bolton. What should he do with it? He decided 
to explore Wigan, a town he had never been in. His 
«ll-seeing eyes took a fancy to the exterior of a whole- 
sale grocery, which proved when he entered it, to be 
ior sale. Carefully he prospected the plant and its po- 
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tentialities, Finding them sound, he bought. As a 
wholesale grocer he decided there was a good oppor- 
tunity to push the small soap tablet which he had in- 
troduced in a small way in 1874. His capital was $20,- 
00) and he was .venturing against soap makers of 
established fame and millions. But W. H. Lever was 
a road builder. By 1891 he was making an income of 
$250,000—despite rival soap. magnates. He rented the 
house he lived in at an annual outlay of $165. Every 
farthing he. could scrape together went back into the 
business. He hated to borrow money; he could not 
invite friends to invest in a hazardous enterprise, haz- 
urdous because of the power, jealousy and ‘wealth of 
his competitors in the making of. soap. His bankers 
provided overdrafts, but overdrafts preyed on his mind 
to. such a degree that he thought for one moment of 
selling out. At this juncture arrived an offer from a 
company promoter, who offered to float his business 
in an organization with $3,000,000 capital. Was it just, 
was it right to ask the public for three millions when 
at any moment his little business might be knocked on 
the head? The promoter answered: “What the devil 
does it matter to you what happens afterwards, so long 
as you get your money?’ That answer killed the deal. 


He then decided he would trust t& himself, he would 
fight his own battle. Was he not a road maker? Win 
or lose, his hands would be clean at the end of the 
struggle. And they were when the end came in 1894. 
The road maker had won. The firm, able to hold its 
own against the competition of the whole world, be- 
eame a limited liability company which today has an 
authorized capital of $500,000,000. 


Though he is by no means a young man, as the rec- 
ords back in the little church in Bolton, Lancashire, 
England, show that he was born in 1851, he is still 
surcharged with a sort of dynamic force that keeps him 
stirring. He became one of the largest land owners in 
England in March, 1918, when he bought the Scotch 
islands of Lewis and Harris of the outer Hebrides 
group. They have an area of 440,000 acres and a pop- 
ulation of more than 35,000 people. The main town is 
Stornoway, with its excellent harbor and its 4000 
people. There was great wonderment expressed when 
this purchase was made, but as England was accus- 
tomed to the big things and the big doings of Lord Le- 
verhulme, it was readily understood that he had some 
card of large caliber in hand. It has since developed 
that he had his eye on the fishery business, as Storno- 
way is a very important place on the fishing map and 
most of its townspeople make their living in ‘this in- 
dustry. An enormous fish-canning industry is to rise 
there, and the food products of this plant will reach 
all parts of the world, since the plan of this aggres- 
sive road maker calls for ships to distribute these 
Stornoway brands. In platting out this road his sur- 
vey took him to sea and he is pushing his new enter- 
prise with all the enthusiasm. that characterized some 
of his earlier roadways. Besides inspecting his Amer- 
can interests at Cambridge during his present visit, 
he has found time to look at some canning establish- 
ments where fish are preserved. 

His factories at Port Sunlight and the town he 
has built there are among the outstanding show places 
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of England. The place is just full of wonderful 
things. Of all the new ideas introduced by Lord Lever- 
hulme the copartnership is considered first. He had 
to arrange a prosperity sharing which avoided the 
disastrous working of the bonus system. The bonus 
system, where attempted in England, has seldom last- 
ed in any plant for over five ) ears, because the work- 
ers considered the bonus a fixed sum to be paid every 
year, no matter what was the fortune and prot of 
the business in any year. The Port Sunlight solution 
is simple. In’ 1909 Lever Bros. began to give workers 
a share in the profts. Partnership certificates are is- 
sited to employes after a “trying out’”—in proportion to 
the salary or wages each year—the allotment being 
based on value of service. The slacker and ne’er-do- 
well receives nothing, the apathetic from 5 to 10 per 
cent, and the enthusiastic, appreciative and responsive 
above 10 per cent—with special allotment for special 
services and helpful suggestions. Appeal is allowed 
even up to the founder—Lord Leverhulme—if any 
employe feels he is overlooked or unfairly dealt with. 
In applying for a certificate the applicant signs a 
pledge “not to waste time, labor, materials or money in 
dis¢harging of my duties, but will loyally and faith- 
fully further the interests of Lever Bros.” A faithful, 
energetic, resourceful employe may in time accumu- 
late an unlimited amount of the copartner certificates 
—it depends on service. When dividends are declared 
the preference shares come first naturally. Then a 
dividend is declared on the ordinary shares, then one 
on the copartners’ shares. The ordinary shares are 
his lordships. Last year the copartners received per 
par share 21-2 per cent more than did the ordinary 
shares! * 


On. Jan. 1 this year the nominal value of partnership 
certificates totaled $4,644,165 in the possession of 
6068 employes. In the }0 completed years of the co- 
partnership there has been distributed for the benefit 
of employes, in copartnership dividends and prosperity 
sharing, $3,528,225. The granting of these certificates 
does not in any way interfere with the old-age pensions 
under the Lever Bros. Employes’ Benefit Fund. The 
certificates are canceled in case of neglect of duty, 
dishonesty, intemperance, immorality, willful miscon- 
duct, flagrant inefficiency, disloyalty or breach of the 
recipient’s undertaking not to waste time, labor, ma- 
terials or money in the discharge of this duties. The 
pledge signed by the employes when they enter this 
great soap plant is considered binding in every way 
and is never to be regarded as a “scrap of paper.” 


The first problem presented to this lordly soap mak- 
er when he laid out his Port Sunlight was to provide 
proper homes for his great army of workers. He might 
have built a soapery in the slums of a great city, as 
was then usually the case. Believing the health of his 
workers is an asset to the business he found a site— 
on tidewater opposite Liverpool—in the fields of 
Cheshire. He named it Port Sunlight. It is today a 
fascinating model of humanitarian ideas and idealistic 
conditions. For his soap and money makers he built 
schools, churches, a theater, a free library, a girls” club, 
a copartners’ club called “Get-together Club,” a splen- 
did art gallery containing a collection of art better than 
can be found in many a large city. There is a charm- 
ing, practical hospital and a fine ambulance brigade. 
He laid out parks, ponds and groves. His people 
live in Elizabethan cottages, they have little gardens 
in front, larger ones behind if they choose. Port Sun- 
light in this respect is as different from the common 
manufacturing village as health is from sickness: a 
thistle from a rose. 


These houses for his copartners at Port Sunlight are 
a genuine delight. His lordship, discussing housing 
at Port Sunlight, said on one occasion: “A few sprays 
of ivy and a greensward in front of a house, a shrub 
here and there and the plainest and most economica! 
cottage architecturally, becomes more beautiful than 
a more costly and elaborate one built on the edge of the 
footpath, witkput any intervening fringe of green.”’ 

His greensward and the few sprays of ivy are in front 
of every home at Port Sunlight, and the firm takes care 
of them, lest moth and rust should creep in. 


No account, however, of his lordship’s activities can 
omit his great solution of an English labor problem, a 
great and thorny question—how many hours shall con- 
stitute a day’s labor? He has said: “Of all welfare 
work in factories, a proper apportionment of time is 
the one that will yield best results.” Following this 
creed Lord Leverhulme has declared, preached and is 
soon to practice a six-hour day, as being best adapted 
to English conditions in certain industries which are 
in many respects different from conditions here. The 
American worker. receives the highest pay of any work- 
er in the world and turns out three times as much as 
his British colleague on a similar job. The American 
worker is on the average better educated, having had 
more time for education. The work of British workers

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Shoyo Matsui, Japan’s foremost dramatist and theatrical promoter, speaks his 
mind freely about the good, bad and the worst—Finds fault with the Far 
Eastern characterizations and tells why the Mikado is impossible over there 
but all right elsewhere — Says the shimmy is a very old Japanese dance

HE chief fault of the American theater 
is also the chief fault of the theater in 
Japan. The personalities of your per- 
formers are more important than your 
plays. 
Shoyo Matsui, one of the most promi- 
nent dramatists of Japan, who has been 
spending several weeks in New York visiting our play- 
houses, considered my question for fully a minute be- 
fore he answered it. After a long chat about the 
drama both here in New York and his native land, I 
asked him what he considered the chief fault of our 
theater as he found it. 


| had expected the question to be a poser for the 
little Japanese dramatist and I sat in silence across the 
luncheon table while he wrinkled his brows, nodded 
his head and gave other indications of undergoing a 
deep mental process. 

“You exploit the personalities of your actors, you 
sacrifice everything for them,” he added, after he had 
come directly to the point. “The same thing is true 
in my own country. So perhaps it is not fair to blame 
the dramatists or the actors. It is really the fault of 
the theater-going public. <4 America as well as Japan 
they go to the theater to see who are in the plays, not 
for the plays themselves. 

“Naturally, there are a few exceptions,” 
“Your ‘John Ferguson,’ I understand, was a great suc- 
cess. I enjoyed it immensely. But the most popular 
offerings in New York, which I have seen, simply ex- 
ploit the personalities of your favorite players.” 

‘For instance?” I asked, to lead him on. 

“Take “The Jest,’”’ he replied. “It is not at all re- 
markable as a drama, but it enables your two Barry- 
mores to do the best acting I have seen anywhere. 
And that is why “The Jest,’ if acted by the Brothers 
Barrymore, would be a success In Japan. Our theater- 
goers would not care about the play, but they would 
flock to it because of the opportunity it. gives the lead- 
ing players to display their art.” 

Doubtless many critics of the drama will disagree 
with Shoyo Matsui and his views on the American 
theater, but before rejecting them it might be well to 
consider his fitness to make them. As director of the 
literary department of the Shochiku Dramatic Com- 
pany, which controls more than a score of the leading 
theaters of Japan, he is in touch with the theaters of 
all the great capitals of the world. In the 
twenty-odd. years of his career as a. dra- 
matist he has produced 70 or more plays, and 
in the month of November, last year, not 
less than six new plays from his pen were 
produced on the stage simultanously in all 
the theaters of Tokio and Osaka. From 
which it will be seen that he knows some- 
thing about the Japanese theater. And as 
he has translated the works.of Shakspeare, 
Moliere, Hoffmanstah], Shaw and other 
noted dramatists into Japanese, visting Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin, Vienna and New York 
every few years, it must be conceded that 
he is in a position to make comparisons, if 
nothing else. 

Shoyo Matsuit is a dapper little chap, who 
doesn't begin to look his 50 years. In his 
braided frock coat, silk topper and spats he 
makes an impressive appearance. But more

chorus girl as you have her is one of the so-called 
refinements of your civilization that we are better off 
without. The musical play as you know it has not 
yet arrived in Japan. I hope we will have an oppor- 
tunity to hear grand opera, but I think we can dispense 
with the revue. 

“The modern theater in Japan is only 10 or 12 years 
old,” continued the author of “Tatatoki,”’ perhaps his 
greatest success, in which Ennosuke Ichikawa won uh- 
dying fame. ‘‘We modeled it after the German and 
Russian theater. Our first plays were nearly all trans- 
lations of German and Russtan successes from the 
playhouses of Max Reinhardt and Stanislausky of the 
Moscow Art Theater, you know. But during the last 
few years we have come to admire the theater of Lon- 
don and New York-—the English-speaking theater, | 
might say. And at the present time the influence of 
your theater is very great.

So have been the plays of Oscar Wilde, 
also translated by me And the popularity of the Ger- 
man and Russian dramatists is on the. wane. 

“But as I said before, the theater-going public in Ja- 
pan is more interested in its favorite players than in 
their plays. Our leading actors have great followings 
and receive large salaries. Ten thousand yen is not an 
unusual weekly salary for a leading player, and while 
that is only $500 in American money, its purchasing 
power is many times that.” 


“Do your players ever indulge in strikes”? was asked. 

“It is beneath their dignity to resort to such meth- 
ods,” replied Matsui. “Our actors are a proud lot. 
Most. of them are reared for the stage from infancy and 
have 10, 15 and even 20 generations of stage tradi- 
tions behind them. They are very well paid, and very 
well contented.” " 
_“Aye the actresses sought after by wealthy men, as 
is too often the'case in America?” 

“No, we have no patrons of the arts in Japan, I am 
happy to say. Our theater has been the theater of the 
masses, rather than the classes. We have no court 
subsidies. And our wealthy men have never supplied 
funds for building theaters, starring actresses or any- 
thing like that. Our theater has had a natural. 
healthy growth. Of course it is in infancy. Our thea- 
ter-goers are not as numerous as vours. For instance. 
even our greatest successes rarely run more than 30

HEN Labrador is mentioned in al- 
most any company, the nam: of 
Grenfell quite naturally comes to 
mind, since it is to Dr. Wilfred 
Thomason Grenfell that the reading 
world is indebted for its dependable 
data of this great peninsula of the 
far North Atlantic, where the best of seals and the 
largest of icebergs form the principal crops. This 
great frozen empire of a half-million square miles, 
with its countless fiords, inlets, islands, gigantic ice 
pans; its regular and transitory inhabitants, their 
sorrows, sufferings and joys, have all been discovered 
and rediscovered by the missionary-doctor who has 
spent his entire life, since leaving Oxford University, 
32 years ago, in a labor of love 
among the deep-sea fishermen in 
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on the sixth and spent the seventh throwing stones 
at it.” 

But the uninviting aspects thus suggested did not 
deter Grenfell a particle in his purpose to go to the 
North and execute the program he had definitely 
sketched out in his mind. He figured that there was 
useful employment for him in such places and with 
his medical and surgical s*‘ill, his faith in God and 
his willingness to serve man*ind’s most ill-favored, he 
was ready to sacrifice comforts and rough it to any 
extent that was necessary. Such was the determina- 
tion of the London doctor, who began his service in 
the North Sea with the first hospital ship fitted ont 
exclusively for fishermen, and who established sta- 
tions and comforts for them from the Bay of Biscay 

to Iceland. It was in 1892 that he 


stepped ashore, or rather on ice, at 


the chilling blasts of the Far North. 

No traveler who has visited kab- 
rador, no matter how long his stay, 
has ever explored this great stretch 
of territory as it has been done by 
Grenfell. In his mission as doctor 
and consoler of the afflicted of ai] 
kinds he has covered the wide ex- 
panse from its fiftieth to its sixty- 
third degree of north latitude. He 
has gone into its wildest and most 
forbidding nooks and corners and 
has had innumerable escapes from 
disaster. 

In his latest Labrador book, en- 
titled “‘A Labrador Doctor” (Hough- 
ton-Mifflin Co.) he has given what 
he chooses to call “An Open-Air 
Autobiography.” This covers his 
entire life and tells how he hap- 
pened to decide upon the life work 
that he has pursued with such genu- 
ine enthusiasm for so many years. 

When Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell de- 
cided, more than 30 years ago, to 
give up his comfortable hospital 
work in London and the prospect 
of a settled life in an up-to-the- 
minute civilization, with a lucrative 
professional practice, to devote hia 
life to the deep-sea fishermen of the 
far northern lands and seas he had 


Labrador, and there has been his 
field of activity ever since. 

In his newest book, which 
friends induced him to issue in the 
form of an autobiography, he pre- 
sents a graphic picture of this 
Aladdin-like land, through the 
limited summer and the long, 
dreary winters. But Dr. Gren- 
fell, whose mission was to dispel 
the things that suggested gloom, 
made it his business to get all the 
good that was possible out of the 
natural sunshine and then de- 
velop some sort of a substitute 
when the real article was not func- 
tioning. Since his arrival there 
he has found an abundance of 
work in the establishment of in- 
stitutions that have been greatly 
relished by the fishermen, their 
families, the Eskimo and other 
aboriginals. . 

In his narrative of early impres- 
sions. on his arrival in Labrador, 
he calls attention to a system of 
dealing with the natives which 
far from met with his approval. 
Traders of all kinds, even the 
great Hudson Bay Co., made it 
a practice of giving store goods 
or their equivalent to the natives 


some very disagreeable impressions 
forced upon him when he began 
reading up his subject. One of the 
first pieces that engaged his study 
“as a Map prepared by apg old-time cartographer, who 
made this observation on the reverse side: 

“Labrador was discovered by the English. There 
is nothing in it of any value.” 

This was rather calculated to chill enthusiasm, but 
it was real cheer in comparison with the next addi- 
tion to his store of advance information. This his- 
torian dismissed the half-million square miles north 
of Newfoundland in this terse manner, carrying with 
it the suggestion that the writer considered it a very 
undesirable place for any class of settlers. “Twas thus 
he registered his disgust: 

“God made the world in five days, made Labrador 
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Dr. Wilfred Thomason 
Grenfell. 


for their catches, instead of mon- 
ey, and thus managed to keep 
many of these poor people prac- 
tically enslaved to these dealers. 
Commenting on this method of dealing with the na- 
tives, he writes: 

“All the length and breadth of the coast, the poorer 
people would show me their ‘settling up,’ as they called 
their accounts, though many never got as far as having 
any ‘settling up’ given them-—so they lived and died in 
dett to their merrhant. They never knew the inde- 
pendence of a dollar in their pockets and the conse- 
quent incentive and value of thrift. It was incredible 
to me that even large concerns like the Hudson Bay 
Co. would not pay in cash for valuable furs. and that 
so many dealers in the necessities of life should be still 
able to hold free men in economic bondage. It seemed 
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Labrador’s icy breath holds no 
terrors for the Missionary-Doc- 
tor, who, with gun and dogs, has 
explored the wildest places in 
this rocky, snow-covered stretch

a veritable chapter from ‘Through a Looking Glass 
to hear the ‘grocer’ and ‘haberdasher’ talking of ‘my 
people, meaning their patrons, and holding over them 
the whip of refusal to sell them necessities in their 
hour of need if at any time they dealt with outsiders, 
however much to their advantage such a course 
might be. . 

“A few years later a man brought a silver fox skin 
aboard my ship, just such a one as I had been re- 
quested by an English lady to secure for her. As ful- 
filling such a request would involve me in hostilities 
(which, however, I do not think were useless), I asked 
the man, who was wretchedly poor, if he owed the skin 
tu the trader. 

“*T am in debt,’ he replied, ‘but they will only al- 
low me $8 off my account for this skin, and I want to 
buy some food.’ 

“ “Very well,’ I answered. ‘If you will promise to go 
at once and pay $8 off your debt, I will give you eight 
gold sovereigns for this skin.’ 

“To this he agreed, and faithfully carried out the 
agreement—while the English lady scored a bargain, 

and I a very black mark in the books of my friend 
the trader.” 

Dr. Grenfell found the same fault with the Moravian 
Mission, which had been maintaining its stations in 
charge of the Moravian Brethren long before his com- 
ing to Labrador. On this subject he wrote: 

“The Moravian Mission is a trading mission. This 
trading policy is in some respects in its favor. It is 
unquestionably part of a message of real love to a 
brother to put within his reach at reasonable rates 
those adjuncts of civilized life that help to ma*e less 
onerous his hard lot. * * * Trade, however, is al- 
ways a difficult form of charity, and the barter sys- 
tem, common to this coast, being in vogue at the Mo- 
ravian Missions stations also, practically every Es imo 
was in debt to them. In reality this caused a vicious 
circle, for it encouraged directly the outstanding fault 
of the Eskimo, his readiness to leave the morrow to 
care for itself, so long as he does not starve today. 
Like a race of children, they need the stimulus of ne- 
cessity to make them get out and do their best while 
the opportunity exists. In the past 26 years I have 
made many voyages to one and another of the stations 
of the Brethren, and have learned to love them all 
very sincerely as individuals, though their mission 
policies are their own and not mine.” 

It was the trading methods in use that led Dr. Gren- 
fell, after some experimentation, to start stores by 
way of discouraging the practice. Of this experience 
he writes: 

“It was experiments like this which led me in later 
years to start the small co-operative distributive 
stores, in spite of the knowledee of the opposition and 
criticism it would involve. How can one preach the 
gospel of love to hungry people by sermons, or a 
gospel of healing to underfed children by pills, while 
one feels that practical teaching in home economics is 
what one would most wish if in their position’ The 
more broad-minded critics themselves privately ac- 
knowledged this to me. One day a Northern furrier, 
an excellent and more intelligent man than ordinary, 
came to me as a Magistrate to insist that a trading 
company keep its bargain by paying him in cash ‘or
